Ottawa.—-Businegs in Canta is well 
on the up grade. Official statistics 
ofdrade and of revenue car loadings 
on Canadian railways alike indicate 
steady {mproyement. This Year's 
wheat crop, Canada’s second largest 
on record, has, heavily swelled the 
total of exports, particularly within 
the last few months. But apart from 
wheat there is eyidence of increasing 
activity. 

In exports of Canadian merchandise, 
fhe growth has been remarkable. In 
the twelve monthes ended November, 
exports totalled $1,220,000,000 against 
$1,058,000,000 in the twelve months 


ended November, 1924, and $860,000, — 


000 in the twelve months ended No- 
vember, 1922. Imports were $874,- 
000,000 in the twelve months ended 
November, 1924, and $758,000,000 in 
the corresponding period three years 
ago. In other words the excess of 
exports over imports, or favorable bal- 
ance of trade is now $346,000,000, a 
hundred million more than it was a 
year ago and over two hundred and 
thirty millions more than it was three 
years ago. 

Canada's fleld crops are this year 
valued at $1,112,691,000 which is the 
largest value assigned to such crops 
since 1920 when the total was 1,455,- 
244,050. This is also the first year 
since 1920, and the war period that 
the fleld crops of Canada have ex- 
ceeded a billion dollars. Wheat is 
king. Although the average price of 
wheat was eleven cents a bushel less 
than last year, the increase in volume 
of pr@duction was so great that the 
wheat crop Is valued at $466,753,000, 
compared with $320,362,000 placed on 


ithe erop last year.

Moore, president of King’s University, 
Halifax, that thé prayer books should 
have a petition for the divine guidance 
of journalists. ~ 
The average newspaperman admits 
his proneness to err. Only too often 
he must rely of the powers of obsex- 
vation of untrained minds ‘and on 
others’ accuracy of description. When 
he has assembled the viewpotnts of a 
humber of people which may repre- 
sent every point of the compass, he 
realizes that the truth is somewhere 
in between. Bat he may leave it to 
the public to draw the diagram on 
which “X” marks the’ spot. ; 
The average journalist recognizes 
that there are not two persons who 
are equally interested or disinterested 
in each of the many items that find 
their way into print. If every article

Original Maker of Calabash-Pipes Dies 
In Montreal 

With an international reputation as 
a pipe manufacturer, George Frederick 
Blatter died at his residence on St.

Blatter was the original manufacturer 
of calabash pipes, and for being the 
most proficient maker for South Afri- 
can calabash in this connection he re- 
celved a gold medal in 1904 at the 
Cape Town exhibition. During .his 
life Mr. Blatter worked at his trade 
in France, Switzerland, Germany, 
England, South Africa and latterly 1n 
Canada, coming to the Dominion from 
South African in 1908. During the 
war the veteran mantfacturer made 
with hls own hands 19 pipés for the 
chief generals of the allied forces, 
among them Haig, Foch, Joffre and 
Pau.

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Cellar Wintering of Bees 


“ 
Some Valuable Information for the 
Western Aplarist 

The bee cellar should be well ven- 
tilated but not draughty: The best 
temperature In the early part of the 
winter, says the Dominion aplarist in 
his bulletin, entitled “Bees and How 
to Keep Them,” that can be had free 
from the publications branch, Ottawa, 
is around 48 degreos F., which to- 
wards the spring as the bees become 
restless should be reduced to from 42 
to 45 degrees. ‘Iho alr in the cellar 
must not be too dry, advises the 
aplarist, Mr. C. DB. Gooderham, but it 
also must not be damp enouhg for 
moisture to condense on the floors ot 
the hives, and the cellar should be well 
drained. The bees should be kept in 
darkness and left undisturbed. By 
boarding off a portion of the house cel- 
lar the atmospherical requirements as 
set forth {n the Bulletin can best be 
secured for a few colonies. Do not 
winter your bees {n trenches dug in 
the ground or in the upper rooms of 
homes, 

Having to feed bees in the winter 
ono authority terms “bad manage- 
ment.” If this has to be done, candy, 
made as follows, should be placed over 
the frames: Dissolve three pounds 
granulated sugar in one pint of boiling 
water; after the sugar has dissolved 
bring to a boll over a slow fire until 
it reaches 280 degrees I., or when the 
candy will form hard brittle strings 
on being dropped {nto cold water; pour 
into moulds and allow to harden. Da 
not disturb the candy after pouring 
or scrape it from the dish in which it 
was boiled into the mould. Taxe 
caro not to burn or scorch the sugar 
when cooking. The candy should be 
hard, light amker fn color and trans- 
parent, 

Precautions Against Foul Brood 
Great Care Should Be Exercised to 

Guard Against Disease 

As precautionary measures agaiust 
foul brood the Dominion aplarist, Mr 
C. B. Gooderham, in his bulletin on 
“Bees and How to Keep Them,” 
recommends the adoption of the fol- 
lowing: Never purchase colonies of 
bees unless absolutely certain they 
are free from disease; never feed bees 
with honey of unknown origin; if the 
bees need feeding give sugar syrup not 
honey; do not purchase old combs, 
used hives, or secondhand supplies 
unless it is certain that they come 
from healthy apiaries; keep all colon- 
fes strong; invite neighboring bee- 
keepers to co-operate {n the preven- 
tion and treatment of the disease; 
don't leave colenfes to die on their 
stands and expose combs of honey tak- 
en from these coloniés for bees to 
feed upon; transfer bees kept in box 
hives to hives with movable combs, 
and thoroughly clean and purify dis- 
carded receptacles that Nave contained 
honey from a diseased colony.

How To Live 150 Years 


The Value of Research Work In Gain-. 


ing New Medical Knowledge 

At the cost of a few cents a head, 
the span of life may be extended to 
160 years, claims Sir Ronald Ross, the 
scientist, whose researches have led 
to cures for malaria and sleeping sick~- 
ness. His idea is that a few cents 
from the pocket of each person spent 
in scientific research would result in 
new medical knowledge that would 
keep germs and old age away so that 
man could easily live 150 years. 

The name of Sir Ronald Ross fs 
one that will live in history in conneo- 
tion with medical research. It was 
while {n India in 1894, as a surgeon 
in the British army, that he began re- 
search work in malaria, After two 
years of work he resigned from the 
army in order that he could carry on 
his investigatitns unhampered. Fin- 
ally, success came in 1899, when work- 
ing on a discovery made some time 
before, he found that two-kinds of 
mosquitoes carried the germs, and that 
to reduce malaria all that had to be 
done was to prevent the posts breed- 
ing in marshes and pools.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.

Test New Whea 


European Milla Will Show If “Quality” 
Is Better Than Marquis Wheat 


Two bushels of Quality wheat, grown 
in Manitoba, are being sent to Eur 
ope for a special test by the Central 
Selling Agency of the Canadian Wheat 
Pools, for the Manitoba pocl. This 
wheat, originated elght years ago by 
Luther Burbank, has boen grown io 
the west for the past three years, Last 
year the pools handled four cars of 
this wheat, but ap {t comes under no 
established grade, it was decided to 
make @ test of its milling values in 
comparison with competitive wheats 
in the European market, 

C. H. Burnell, president of the 
Manitoba pool, obtained ono bushel 
of Quallty wheat from the Brandon 
experimental farm. . It was grown in 
the Brandon district. Another bushel 
was obtained from D. Ruse, of Drada- 
wardine, Man. 

The bushel from Brandon goes to 
the Paris office of the Canadian 
Wheat Pools and will be ground by 
one of the largest mill customers of 
the pool in France, the Grande Mou- 
line de Paris, The other bushel will 
be ground by the Joseph Ranke’s miu 
in London, England, a firm which also 
does considerable business with the 
pool, 

It is*claimed that Quality wheat ts 
| earlier and heavier ylelding than 
Marquis and of excellent milling qual- 
ity. These milling tests, the pool 
offictals feel, will contribute to the ex- 
amination of these claims. 


Eat Dairy Products: And Grow 


Eggs and Milk Help to Make People 
Tall Says Sclentist 

Dr, McCollum, a noted sclentist, be- 
lieves he has found the real reason 
why the men and women of China and 
Japan are small in stature. It is be 
cause their dlet has been faulty, lack- 
ing mainly {In eggs and milk. In fact 
the doctoe thinks that differences both 
in bodily and mental cquipment are 
dug to dfet rather than race. The use 
of eggs in a limited way by the Chi- 
nese has probably saved them from 
extinction; but they do not use sufll- 
cfent of the hen frult nor drink mlik. 

In contrast, the eminent sclentist 
points out, according to Pamphlet No 
59 of the Domialon department of agri- 
culture, that the people of Europe and 
America are, comparatively speaking, 
libéral users’of both eggs and milk. 
They included the tallest people in the 
world, have the lowest death rate, the 
longest span of life, and accomplish 
most in every Ilne of actlyity. The
